Both in Roman 
Catholic and Protestant churches the 
services were of the most impressive 
character. The more important serv- 
ices were held In St, Patrick's cathe- 
dral, where Archbishop Corrlgan cele- 
brated high mass; Trinity church; 
Grace church, where Rev. Dr. Hnnting- 
ton preached, and the Madison Square 
Presbyterian church, In which the 
services were conducted by Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst.

At Trinity church services began at 


7:30 o'clock with the low celebration of 
holy communion. A plain morning 
prayer was given at 9:30 and at 10'SO 
the high celebration was begun. At 
the later service Dr. Mositer held an 
excellent musical service. The hard- 
ships and triumphSDof Columbus were 
recounted. His text was "He that 
exalteth himself shall be debased, and 
he that humbleth himself shall be ex- 
alted." Dr. Dlx, the rector, was the 
celebrant.

placings of national flags, palms, roses 
and shields from altar to organ loft.

NEW YOBK, Oct. 10.—It is probable 


that no city was ever so beautifully, so 
gaily, so artistically and above all so 
universally decorated as is New York 
to-day The city has responded with 
remarkable 
unanimity 
to Mayor 


Grant's request to aid in the Columbus 
celebration by decorating their homes 
and their office buildings. It was to be 
expected that tr>e city buildings, fed- 
eral buildings, hotels, club houses and 
prominent business houses would be 
resplendent in gala attire, but the 
ready response of private citizens 
comes as something of a surprise in the 
history 
of celebrations, 
even 
in 


patriotic New York. Some of the res- 
dent streets are as gay as Broadway. 


Besides being the banner of the 


United States no flag is as effective for 
decoration purposes as the Stars and 
Stripes, and of course, it is the piece de 
resistance of the decorations. 
The 


flog is seen everywhere, in all sizes and 
arranged in every conceivable form. 
Huge breadths of cotton, dotted with 
stars and barred with stripes and, of 
course, colored red, white and blue, 
are also used extensively for drapery 
purposes. 


Next to the Stars and Stripes are the 


colors of Spain and Italy. The flags 
blend effectively and are often used 
together. The portrait of Coluns*>ns 
occupies a prominent place in all the 
more elaborate decorations. The great 
discoverer is shown in many different 
situations. The favorite picture rep- 
resents him landing for the first time 
on the site of the new world. Usually 
a few pretty female natives are clasp- 
ing their hands over their breasts and 
peering out at Christopher from a con- 
venient clump ol bushes. 


Thousands of cheap prints showing 


Columbus with u sanctified expression 
were hawked about the city by ped- 
dlers at a dime each 
Every small 


shop on the east and west sides has one 
in the window with an appropriate 
frame of starred and striped bunting. 


Broadway and Fifty-eighth avenue, 


of course, carry off the palm for bril- 
liancy and profusion of effect. From 
the battery to Thirty-third street, 
Broadway runs between two banks of 
color. 
Every building shows some 


effect. Bowling Green, wlth'Uts his- 
toric memories, begins the blaze. The 
first building to catch the eye by the 
profusion of its decoration is the Equit- 
able, which is literally covered with 
flags, banners, shields, streamers and 
pictures. Across the way old Trinity 
joins In the gaiety. 


A block from Broadway, down in the 


Wall-street district, the walls of money 
and public buildings hide their soiled 
fronts under panoplies of color. The 
Drexel building, subtreasury building 
and custom house are the most pro- 
fusely decorated. 


Coining bacV from Broadway, one 


notices such buildings as the petroleum 
exchange, the stock exchange, the mari- 
time exchange and the Western Union 
building, monuments of modern enter- 
prise, are swamped in brilliant colors, 
chiefly the red, white and blue of the 
nation's flag. 


Passing by St. Paul's chapel, grace- 


fully trimmed with the national en- 
sign, the stranger finds himself In the 
center of everything—City Hall park. 
The city hall, as befitting, Is certainly 
the most elaborately decorated build- 
ing in New York. On all four sides 
the walls are literally covered with 
flags, banners, shields and all manner 
of gay devices. 
The 
cosmopolitan 


idea has been carried out to ite fullest 
extent. No matter from what remote 
country comes the stranger who stands 
in the park and views the historic pile, 
he will see his nation's flag entwined 
around its coat-of-arms. Surmounting 
all are gaily fluttering strings of hun- 
dreds of small banners. 


Newspaper row is resplendent The 


home of every journal is more or leu 
attractively decorated. The most elab- 
orate work has been done on the Pul- 
itzer building 
Colored light* make 


the building a fine sight at night. 


From City hall up, Broadway loses 


itself in a maze of color. Bach build- 
ing, without exception, has something 
in the way of decoration. Many have 
original and striking designs, all hav- 
ing reference, of course, to Columbus 
and the greatness of his new world. To 
describe each te detail would be Impos- 
sible.

BALTIMOBK, Md., Oct

A. Beal, as attorneys, was appointed to 
make an investigation, which has been 
done, and the report submitted to 
Bishop Potter. The gist of the report 
oould not be obtained, the bishop giv- 
ing out merely the above denial. 


Destructive Toreat Fire. 


HUBOH, S. D., Oct 9.—While some 


men Were burning a fire break around 
a tree claim eight miles northwest of 
here, this afternoon, the fire got beyond 
control and swept over a vast stretch 
of country. The wind was blowing 
forty miles an hour and drove the fire 
so rapidly that all attempts to check it 
proved useless. The town of Broad- 
land narrowly escaped destruction, and 
tiie people of Hitchcock, eighteen miles 
north of here, saved their town by 
back firing. 


All the people in the vicinity have 


been fighting the fire, and a posse of 
men went from here to aid them. The 
fire was* not under control at 8 o'clock 
to-night, but burning smaller strips. 
The section burned over is from seven 
to ten miles wide by twenty miles 
long. The loss to settlers will be very 
heavy as the district contains scores of 
prosperous farmers. The same section 
was devastated by fire last year. 


Four Men Killed on a Hand Oar. 


BALTIUOBE, Md , Dot 10.—A special 


to the American from Western, Vo., 
says that four men were killed In an 
accident near Plekens, W. Va, Satur- 
day morning. A carload of lumber 
broke away from the train hands at 
Picklns, on the line of the West Vir- 
ginia & Pittsburgh railroad, and in its 
course down the steep grade encoun- 
tered a hand car containing T. E. Cur- 
ran, of Baltimore, who was superin- 
tending the building of a bridge, and 
three other men who were going to 
work Three of the gang, including 
Mr. Curran, were killed instantly, and 
the fourth lived but a short time.

The Operatlona of the Bureau 


Braving and PrlntUw. 
. WAMnrawur, Oct 10.—William Merl- 
dlth, chief of the bureau of engraving 
•nd printing, treasury department, in 
his annual report of the operations at 
the bureau for the year ended June 30, 
1802, to the secretary of the treasury, 
states that there were completed and 
delivered daring the year 13,788,404 
sheets of United States notes, treasury 
notes, gold certificates, silver certifi- 
cates, bonds and 
national bank 


notes, 
having 
the 
enormous 


face value of »TO»,760,800i W.460,196 
sheets of internal revenue stamps, con- 
taining 1,048,808,24*, stamps and hav- 
ing a value of over 1154,000,000; 898,205 
sheets of customs stamps containing V 
058,250 stamps, and 2,015,188 sheets of 
drafts, checks, certificates, etc, to- 
gether with miscellaneous work for the 
various departments of the government 
costing $33,879. The number of se- 
curities, stamps, etc, delivered during 
the fiscal year 1891 was tile Urgent 
during a period of fourteen years prior 
thereto. The number delivered during 
the year 1898, however, exceeded (that 
number by 0,185,057 sheets, or slightly 
more than 18 per cent, while the 
expenditures for 1898 exceeded those of 
1891 
only 4 per cent 
This large 


amount of work, representing in the 
aggregate a value of over 1808,000,000, 
was handled throughout the various 
processes necessary to its completion 
without tho loss to the government of 
a single dollar, and this result has been 
obtained by conducting the establish-

The 


method of printing by relief plates, the 
internal revenue stamps known as 
strip tobacco stctmps bos been perfected 
and continued and out of 1S.S40.00C 
pieces of this class of stamps delivered 
during the year, 9,208,500 were printed 
by the relief process at a saving of 
1131,648. It Is expected that all of the 
stamps of this class will be printed by 
this process during tbe year 1808 at a 
probable saving of 1164,000.

Some of the res- 
dent streets are as gay as Broadway. 


Besides being the banner of the 
Jnited States no flag is as effective for 
decoration purposes 88 the Stars and 
Stripes, and of course, it is the yiece de 
resistance of the decorations. 
The 


log is seen everywhere, in all sizes and 
arranged In every conceivable form. 
Huge breadths of cotton, dotted with 
stars and barred with stripes and, of 
course, colored red, white and blue, 
are also used extensively for drapery 
purposes. 


Next to the Stars and Stripes are the 


colors ot Spain and Italy. The flags 
>lend effectively and are often used 
ogether. The portrait of Colum*>ns 
occupies a prominent place In all the 
more elaborate decorations. The great 
discoverer is shown in many different 
situations. The favorite picture rep- 
resents him landing for the Drat time 
on the site of the new world. Usually 
a few pretty female natives are olasp- 
ng their hands over their breasts and 
leering out at Christopher from a oon- 
renient ciump of bushes. 


Thousands of cheap prints showing 


Columbus with a sanctified expression 
were hawked about the city by ped- 
dlers at a dime oaoh 
Every small 


shop on the east and west sides has one 
u the window with an appropriate 
Irame of starred and striped bunting. 


Broadway and Fifty-eighth avenue, 


of course, carry off the palm for bril- 
iancy and profusion of effect. From 
Jie battery to Thirty-third street, 
Broadway runs between two banks of 
color. 
Every building shows some 


effect. Bowling Oreen, with'[its hls- 
joric memories, begins the blaze. The 
Irst building to catoh the eye by the 
profusion of its decoration ia theEqult- 
ible, which is literally covered with 
flags, banners, shields, streamers and 
pictures. Across the way old Trinity 
joins In the gaiety. 


A block from Broadway, down in the 


Wall-street district, the walls nf money 
and public buildings hide their soiled 
Fronts under panoplies of color. The 
Drexel building, subtreaaury building 
and custom house are the most pro- 
fusely decorated. 


Coming bocl* from Broadway, one 


notices such buildings as the petroleum 
exchange, the stock exchange, the mari- 
time exchange and the Western Onion 
building, monuments of modern enter- 
prise, are swamped in brilliant colors, 
chiefly the red, white and blue of the 
nation's flag. 


Passing by St. Paul's chapel, grace- 


fully trimmed with the national en- 
sign, the stranger finds himaolf in the 
center of everything—City Hall park. 
The city hall, as befitting, is certainly 
the most elaborately decorated build- 
ing in New York. On all four sides 
the walls are literally covered with 
flags, banners, shields and all manner 
of gay devices.

extent. No matter from what remote 
country comes the stranger who stands 
in the park and views the historic pile, 
he will see his nation's flag entwined 
around its coat-of-arnu.

of country. The wind was blowing 
forty miles an hour and drove the fire 
so rapidly that all attempts to check it 
proved useless. The town of Broad- 
land narrowly escaped destruction, and 
tiie people of Hitchcock, eighteen miles 
north of here, saved their town by 
back firing.

draft*, chocks, certificates, etc, to- 
gether with miscellaneous work for the 
various departments of the government 
costing $S3,ST1». The number of se- 
curities, stamps, etc , delivered during 
the fiscal year 1891 was the largest 
during a period of fourteen years prior 
thereto. The number delivered during 
the year 1892, however, exceeded (that 
number bv 8, 188,087 sheets, or slightly 
more than 18 per cent, while the 
expenditures for 18V1 exceeded those of 
1891 
only 4 per cent 
This large 


amount of work, representing In the 
aggregate a value of over 1808,000,000, 
was handled throughout the various 
processes necessary to Its completion 
without the loss to the government of 
a single dollar, and this result has been 
obtained by conducting the establish' 
ment upon a strictly business basis 
and 
by 
thoroughly 
systemati- 


zing 
all 
its 
operations. 
The 


method of printing by relief plates, tha 
internal revenue stamps known as 
strip tobacco stctmps has been perfected 
and continued and out of 18,240,000 
pieces of this class of stamps delivered 
during the year, 9,208,500 were printed 
by the relief process at a saving of 
1131,648. It is expected that all of the 
stamps of this class will be printed by 
this process during the year 1808 at a 
probable saving of 1164,000. 


During the year a process has been 


added in the preparation of notes and 
certificates known as "resizing." This 
process consists of passing the notes, 
after they have been printed and thor- 
oughly dried, through a bath of, "size" 
such as is used by paper makers In 
finishing paper, which restores the siz- 
ing and finish destroyed by repeatedly 
wetting the paper for the several plate 
printings required. The work ot re- 
sizing has been in successful operation 
for several months, and all the notes 
and certificates of series 1891 have 
been so treated. It mains a decided 
improvement, both In their appearance 
and wearing quality, o

The bureau Is now fully equipps*, 


with all tho necessary machinery and" 
has a force of trained employes si ~" 
clently large to execute within 
regular working hours all the se 
ties, stamps, etc., that It may be caj 
upon to furnish. All promotions in the 
bureau have been made in accordance 
with civil service rules, which '.lie re- 
port states has proved beneficial In pro- 
moting good discipline. 


The bureau expended during the year 


»1,41«,B88, leaving an unexpended bal- 
ance of tho appropriutlon of 1888. 
There was added to the plant of the 
bureau during the year new machinery 
to the value of (17,912. 


The new wing of the bureau build- 


big authorized by act of congress of 
August 30, 1890, was completed during 
the fiscal year and the entire amount 
of the appropriation authorized by the 
act March 8,1801, for machinery, fur- 
niture and expenses of 'occupying tho 
•wing, amounting to 120,000, was ex- 
pended. 


Outbuildings for ink mills, laundry, 


etc., are recommended and attention Is 
called to the wooden structures now In 
use for these purposes which are pro- 
nounced alike dangerous to the bureau 
building itself and to the neighbor- 
hood in case of fire.
